IN SENATE REPORT 


Statement Says It Would

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
Suddenly reversing themselves, 
Aemembers of the House Military 
Committee decided today to call 
five more witnesses, headed by 
Secretary of the Navy Knox, to 
testify on the Burke-Wadsworth 


compulsory military training bill. 

Although Chairman May. (Dem.), 
Kentucky, announced that hearings 
had been closed last Friday and the 
committee voted 11 to 10 in a 
stormy session yesterday not to 
hear further testimony, the mem- 
bers decided at what was described 

a “love feast” this morning to 
reverse themselves and proceed 
with brief public hearings. 

In addition to Knox, Gen. John 
J. Pershing, Harry Woodring, for- 
mer Secretary of War; Louis John- 
son, former Assistant Secretary of 
War, and Hugh Johnson, news- 
paper columnist, will be heard next 
week, probably Tuesday. 

Commenting on yesterday’s ses- 
sion, when Representative Faddis 
(Dem.), _ Pennsylvania, asserted 
that Some opposition to the legisla- 
tion came from “fifth columnists,” 
May told reporters: 

“We have our sharp moments, 
but we can always walk out with 
our arms around each other.” 

Short in Sharp Exchange. 

Another member smilingly re- 
Pomarked that “all is harmony” in 
hae Committee and that “those two 
my great patriots — Col. Faddis and 
Col. Short—have kissed and made 
up.”

NER TORPEDOED 
IN CONVOY; BRITISH 
LIST 2) AS LOST 


Assert 450 Were Rescued: 
When 9337-Ton Accra 
Sank—No Child Refu- 
gees Aboard, Owners Say. 


LONDON, Aug. 7 (AP).—The 
9337-ton British passenger liner 


Accra has been torpedoed and sunk 
off the west coast of Ireland with 
25 persons missing, it was an- 
nounced tonight. 

The steamer was in a convoy 
and sank within half an hour after 
being struck. It is believed the 
attacking submarine also was sunk 
by escorting warships, the an- 
nouncement said. 

Some of those missing were lost 
when a motor lifeboat overturned 
in a choppy sea, but other ships 
rescued 450 persons, who were land- 
ed at a Northwest British port. 
The Elder and Dempster lines, 
operators of the Accra which is 
well known in English-Africa trade, 
denied reports current in New York 
that English refugee children were 
aboard, 


New York Hears Only 30 Persons 
Survived; SOS Recalled. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 7 (AP). — 
Reports in shipping circles here 
said today that the British motor- 
ship passenger liner Accra, 9337 
tons, had been sunk off the Irish 
coast with a heavy loss of life, in- 
cluding many child refugees being 
sent to New York and Canada, 
These reports said that the ship 
was torpedoed when three days out 
from the English coast and that 
only 30 persons survived. 
It was said the Accra sank in two 
minutes, preventing rescue of most 
its passengers and crew. One ship- 
per said an eyewitness told him 
the vessel was loaded with chil- 
dren. He said the British Govern- 
ment was reluctant to discuss the 
children because of a desire to pre- 
vent alarm among British parents 
with children on board ships on 
the high seas. 
Last Thursday Mackay Radio 
picked up an SOS from an uniden- 
tified ship saying it had been tor- 
pedoed about 400 miles off the Irish 
coast. Nothing more was heard 
after the original report. 


ITALIANS CAPTURE 
SUMALILAND PORT,

Zeila, on Gulf of Aden, 
Falis — Hargeisa Taken 
After March Across Des- 
ert—Third Column Oc- 


cupies Oadweina. 


CAIRO, Aug. 7 (AP).—A British 
communique today announced the 
Italians had entered Zeila, Gulf of 
Aden port in British Somaliland, 
and captured Hargeisa by strong 
force after a 30-mile march through 
the desert. 

Oadweina, a third objective of 
the Italians who started their of- 
fensive Sunday, was occupied yes- 
terday by a column estimated at 
2000 men equipped with guns and 


armored vehicles, the British an- 
nounced. 

Zeila and Hargeisa were taken 
Monday. . 

All was reportéd quiet in the 
western desert, where Italians were 
reported to be mobilized for a push 
toward Suez. 

The communique: 

“On Aug. 5, an Italian column 
entered Zeila unopposed. 

“The same day Hargeisa was cap- 
tured by a strong force which in- 
cluded tanks, artillery, machine 
guns and aircraft. Our delaying 
force fell back after inflicting se- 
vere casualties, including three 
tanks. Our casualties were slight. 

“During the morning of Aug. 6. 
Oadweina was occupied by the ene- 
my with a force estimated at 2000, 
with guns and armored fighting 
vehicles. 

“A small motorized force of the 
Somaliland camel corps harassed 
the enemy, themselves sutfering 
no loss. 

“In the western desert some ene- 
my movements were reported, oth- 
erwise all was quiet. 

“In the Sudan and Kenya, noth- 
ing to report.” 


20,000 ITALIANS 
AT EGYPT’S BORDER 


LONDON, Aug. 7 (AP).—A con- 
centration of at least two Italian 
divisions (20,000 to 30,000 men) was 
reported on the Libyan frontier 
near the Mediterranean coast to- 
day and British military circles 


said “it looks as though the Ital- 
jans are ready” to advance into 
Egypt in a large scale campaign 
for realization of one of Premier 
Mussolini’s dreams — possession of 
tk Suez Canal. 

The signs of an impending of- 
fensive against Egypt, which would 
have as its ultimate objective the 
severing of the British Empire's 
control of the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean, coupled with a three-way 
drive against British Somaliland, 
raised the belief in many quarters 
that the Axis’ next big objective 
is the continent of Africa. 

In the eyes of these observers 
the reported preparations for the 
attack on England are for the pur- 
pose of diversion. 

British Dispute Italian Claims. 

Official circles at Cairo denied 
that the [Italians already had 
crossed the frontier.

All of the 12 Missouri Congress- 
men who were candidates for re- 
nomination won in the primary elec- 
tion yesterday, or were leading in 
their respective contests on incom- 
plete unofficial returns. Six of 
them were unopposed. 

The thirteenth member of the 
Missouri delegation in the House, 
Congressman Thomas C. Hennings 
of the Eleventh (St. Louis) Con- 
gressional District, did not seek re- 
election, but was the unopposed 


candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Circuit Attorney of St. 
Louis. 

Congressmen renominated with- 
out opposition were M. A. Romjue 
of Macon, First District; William 
L. Nelson of Columbia, Second; 
Dewey Short of Galena, Seventh, 
the only Republican member of the 
Missouri delegation; Clarence Can- 
non of Elsberry, ‘Ninth; Orville 
Zimmerman of Kennett, Tenth, and 
John J. Cochran, St. Louis, veteran 
member from the Thirteenth (St. 
Louis) District. All but Short are 
Democrats. 


Anderson Wins in 12th. 


Congressman C. Arthur Anderson 
of St. Louis County, Democrat, was 
renominated in the Twelfth Dis- 
trict, including St. Louis County and 
part of the city of St. Louis, in a 
five man race, in which some of 
the labor organizations opposed An- 
derson. 

Returns from 389 of the 424 pre- 
cincts in the district gave Ander- 
son 26,257; John E. Mooney of La- 
due, 6499; John J. Houlihan, St. 
Louis, 10,147; State Senator Raleigt. 
McCormick ~ of Webster Groves, 
3902, and Walter C. Meyer, Kirk- 
wood, 3389. 

In the three-way race for the 
Republican nomination in the 
Twelfth District, former State Rep- 
resentative Walter Ploeser was well 
out in front. Returns from 377 of 
the 424 precincts gave Ploeser 28,- 
132; Russell J. Horsefield, Univer- 
sity City, 22,519, and Otis L. Clonts, 
St. Louis, 3184.

NOMINATE 5 OF 9 
CANDIDATES FOR 
CIRCUIT JUDGE 


City Gives Truman Lead, 
McDaniel 3 Times 
Many Votes as McRey- 


nolds — Democrats Poll 


Two-Thirds of Vote. 


Democratic ward politicians, dis- 
regarding the half-hearted attempt 
of the party leadership to improve 
the grade of judicial nominations, 
smashed the McDonald committee’s 
slate of recommendations for nine 
Circuit Judges in yesterday’s pri- 
mary. Five candidates not recom- 
mended, and four who had the Mc- 
Donald group’s indorsement, were 
named. 

The citywide total vote in the pri- 
mary, estimated on the basis of 


nearly complete returns on the vote 
for all candidates for Governor, was 
about 227,400, or 58.8 per cent of 
the registration of 386,497. 

Of the vote cast on the governor- 
ship, an estimated 150,600 was for 
Democratic candidates and about 
76,800 for Republican candidates, or 
nearly two-thirds Democratic to a 
little more than’ one-third Repub- 
lican. The total vote cast for can- 
didates for Governor exceeded the 
total for candidates for Senator by 
more than 4600, the figures show- 
ing that voters of both parties were 
more interested in the governorship 
than in the senatorship. 


McDaniel’s St. Louis Lead. 


Excise Commissioner Lawrence 
McDaniel had a St. Louis lead of 
more than 70,000 over*State Sen- 
ator Allen McReynolds for the 
Democratic nomination for Gover- 
nor. The vote of 781 of the city’s 
783 precincts, tabulated unofficial- 
ly at noon today, was: 

McDaniel, 107,321; McReynolds, 
36,654; Ferd J. Frankenhoff, 4649; 
and G. W. Runnion, 1617. 

The same 781 precincts, in the 
contest for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for United States Senator, 
gave Senator Harry 8S. Truman 69,- 
895; Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, 61,280, 
and Maurice Milligan, 17,613. -Tru- 
man’s city plurality of about 
8600 over Stark appears to have 
been due to the last-minute slat- 
ing of Truman by ward commit- 
teemen, who feared that if they 
slated Stark, they would cause Mc- 
Daniel, for Governor, to lose votes 
in out-state sections favoring Tru- 
man. 

McDaniel carried every ward in 
the city. Truman carried 17 wards, 
and Stark 11. Stark, presumably 
through the support of State Sena- 
tor Mike Kinney, led in the Second, 
Third, Fourth and Fifth, downtown 
wards. He was ahead also in the 
Seventh, Tenth, Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth (Mayor Bernard F. Dick-

The Dickmann-Hannegan Demo-

Re- 
turns from 66 slow precincts in 
Kansas City and 49 rural precincts 
late this afternoon gave Truman a 
net gain of 3071. The precincts 
yet to be heard from are thought 
to be about evenly divided between 
Truman and Stark, about half of 
them being in counties where Tru- 
man has shown the_- greater 
strength and about half in Stark 
counties, 

The machine’s candidate for Gow 
ernor, Excise Commissioner Law- 
rence McDaniel, won, as did its 
choices for all State offices except 
one, the Treasurer. 

Forrest C. Donnell of Webster 
Groves won the Republican nom 
nation for Governor by a wide 
margin, and former State Senator 
Manvel H. Davis of Kansas City, 
on incomplete returns, apparently 
has won the Republican nomina- 
tion for United States Senator, with 
former State Senator David M. 
Proctor second in the race. The 
Republican contests for other State 
offices were close and in doubt. 

McDaniel Runs Strong Race. 

McDaniel’s majority over State 
Senator Allen McReynolds of Car 
thage apparently will be about 65,-

10 WIN THE WAR, 
BRITAIN 1 TOLD 


Plan Must Be Related to 
American Defense Prep- 
arations and Draw on’ 
Vast U. S. Capacity, 
Minister Asserts. 


LONDON, Aug. 7 (AP).—A Gov-) 
ernment spokesman told Britain to- 
day that to win the war it must’ 
now “embark on a much more ex-| 
tensive program which must be! 
related to the American national 
defense preparations.” 

Arthur Greenwood, laborite min- 
ister without portfolio, speaking in 
the House of Commons on Britain's 
wartime economic problems, said: 

“The need to supplement our own 
production by drawing upon the 
vast and invulnerable capacity of 
North America has immensely in- 
creased since the fall of France.” 

“While but a few months ago 
Wwe were placing orders with Amer- 
ican industry to supplement the 
deficiencies in combined Allied 
production,” Greenwood asserted 
“we now need te embark on a 
much more extensive program 
which must be related to the 
American defense preparations.” 

His statement was interpreted 
to mean that Britain’s war orders 
in the United States might be dove- 
tailed with those of the Washington 
Government. 

New Economic Committee. 

Greenwood said there had been 
organized a committee composed 
of himself as chairman, Neville 
Chamberlain and Sir Kingsley 
Wood to direct the nation’s eco- 
nomic war policy. 

The staff assisting the British 
Purchasing Commission in the 
United States will be augmented 
“by experts with practical experi- 
ence such as the United States have 
not had in the production and op- 
eration of different types of arma- 
ment,” he said. 

“Our object is a Britain com- 
pletely mobilized, economically. 

“Our object is to keep down the 
prices of necessities and we are 
spending considerable sums to do 
it. The policy of anchoring the 
prices of essential commodities will 
be continued to ‘insure the unim- 
paired health of the nation.” 

“Starvation Impossible.” 

Turning to shipping, which he 
said was “not too bad,” he warned 
that “our ports and shipping will 
be among the main objectives of 
the enemy’s attacks.” 

“Starvation of the people of this 
country is impossible,” Greenwood 
asserted. Z 

He concluded with a resume o* 
efforts to increase food stocks and 
to reduce the intake of commodities 
which are “not indispensable.” 

The newly organized economic 
committee, Greenwood said, rep- 
resents an experiment in wartime 
government, Its job, he continued, 
will be to concert and direct the 
work of all ministerial committees 
dealing with economic problems. 

He told the House that the war 
“may be prolonged and prodigious 
suffering may be inflicted before 
victory is achieved unless all the 
economic resources of our common- 
wealth, our allies and friends are 
mobilized to the fullest possible ex- 
tent.”

Balkan diplomats would not be 
surprised if the Vatican’s interven- 
tion had been sought probably 
through Premier Benito Mussolini 
upon request from Adolf Hitler. 
Whether this has yet happened 
seems of secondary importance be- 
side the known fact that Berlin is 
eager to avoid an invasion of Brit- 
ain if it is at all possible. Sources 
close to Nazi officials assert that 
peace overtures have been made 
through various channels during 
the last month and they ascribe the 
delay in the German offensive to 
this reason alone. 

Some of the best-informed ob- 
servers here insist that Germany’s 
terms for ending the war have been 
remarkably lenient in some _ re- 
spects, particularly in regard to the 
British fleet. Nevertheless, they 
doubt strongly whether the British 
Government can afford to accept 


real fight first. 

Should London capitulate now, 
it is felt that the effect upon pub- 
lic opinion in the Dominions and 
the United States would be disas- 
trous and the British would also 
sacrifice all chance of regaining 
the sympathies of the French. Con- 
sequently, it is felt that even a 
relatively tempting Nazi peace of- 
fer is likely to fail. In that case, 
the long-awaited assault upon the 
British Isles could not be deferred 
much longer. 

The crisis in Japanese-British re- 
lations is asociated in the minds 
of diplomats in Bucharest’ with 
Germany’s “peace pressure” upon 
London. It is generally agreed

British Begin Negotiations for New 
Purchases in U. S. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
The British Government started 
negotiations here today for “hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars” of 
tanks, artillery, and other war sup- 
plies in addition to all previous Al- 

lied orders. 

Arthur B. Purvis, chief British 
purchasing agent, who presented 
the program to Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau, told report- 
ers that his Government was now 
seeking the purchase of many 
types of supplies not previously 
purchased in this country. He em- 
phasized tanks and field artillery. 

The British previously bought 
some old artillery that the United 
States army had left over from 
the World War, but the new pro- 
gram is for new weapons. Purvis 
declined to estimate to what figure 
the program might expand total 
British purchases in this country, 
but previous purchases, mostly air- 
planes, amounted to more than $1,-

A report on letters soliciting $1 
contributions from St. Louis County 
WPA workers to United States 
Senator Harry S. Truman’s cam- 
paign fund will be submitted by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation of- 
fice here to the Department of Jus- 
tice to determine whether’ the 
Hatch Act has been violated, Ger- 
ald B. Norris, special FBI agent 
in charge here, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

The Hatch Act prohibits solicita- 
tion of funds for political purposes 
from persons receiving work relief 
funds and, if made knowingly, is 
punishable by one year’s imprison- 
ment, a $1000 fine, or both. 

Norris said the report would be 
forwarded immediately to J. Edgar'| 
Hoover, director of the FBI, who 
in turn will submit it to the At- 
torney-General’s office. The Attor- 
ney-General would determine 
whether there has been a violation 
of the law, Norris added, and 
whether an investigation should be 
made of the circulation of the let- 
ters. 

As has been told, four workers 
on a WPA school building renova- 
tion project in Kirkwood said they 
received the letters of solicitation 
and three showed copies to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. The letters 
were dated July 29, and asked for 
$1 to make up a $5000 fund for the 
Truman campaign. 

The letters were sent out in Sen- 
ator Truman’s official envelopes, 
bearing the words “United States 
Senate, Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, Free.” They were not 
sent postage-free, however, as each 
letter bore a 14-cent stamp. Other 
Truman campaign matter, as told 
previously, has been sent out post- 
age-free under the frank of Senator 
Albert W. Barkley of Kentucky, 
who made a speech here in sup- 
port of Truman’s candidacy.

CAMPED IN WOODS. 


AWAIT MANEUVERS 


Many Having First Field 
Experience—Army Chief 
of Staff, Four Governors 
to Witness War Games. 


By TED P. WAGNER

ONAMIA, Minn., Aug. 7. — Mis- 
souri National Guardsmen were 
encamped in the wooded country 
east of here today, for the maneu- 
vers in which 45,000 regular army 


and National Guard troops will be 
engaged next week. 

Hardening exercises were the or- 
der of the day. 

In a spectacular phase of the 
army’s varied activities, the 109th 
Observation Squadron, National 
Guard, from St. Paul and the 154th 
Arkansas National Guard squad- 
ron, totaling 26 planes combined, 
scouted concealed units of artillery, 
infantry and convoys, _§ scattered 
about the dense woods to the west 
of Camp Ripley. 

The 138th Infantry, St. Louis 


regiment, arrived Monday morn- 
ing after a 24-hour trip by rail 
from the Missouri heat belt. Clear 
skies and temperatures in the low 
‘60s greeted the St. Louisans as 
they stretched their legs after the 
long ride. Company streets were 
laid out in a stubble field, which 
buzzed with activity as non-coms 
and junior officers supervised the 
unloading of equipment, the driv- 
ing of tent pegs and the many 
other chores incident to making 
camp. 

The guardsmen, many of whom 
were having their first field expe- 
rience, turned to the jobs at hand 
with a will. There is a general 
feeling that there is a big job for 
everyone here. The ground work 
alone for an undertaking of this 


scope required months of hard 
work by the Seventh Corps staff. 
Residents Turn Out. 

The Missouri troops detrained at 
the Wahkon railhead. Residents 
of Wahkon and the surrounding 
country turned out early and stayed 
through the greater part of the 
day as the string of troop trains 
moved up to the unloading point. 
The soldiers clambered aboard 
army trucks for the short ride to 
camp sites. Fleets of civilian trucks 
hauled equipment and supplies to 
the camps. Some _ organizations 
brought along fire wood. In the 
words of one officer observer, “It 
is like carying coals to Newcastle 
to bring wood to this country.” 

Col. Lawrence C. Kingsland, St. 
Louis lawyer, is commander of the 


138th Infantry. The 1164 enlisted 
men and 60 officers of the regi- 
ment are members of the 35th Di- 
vision, part of the “blue” force in 
the maneuvers. Division headquar- 
ters—Major-General Ralph E. Tru- 
man of Kansas City and his staff 
—is a short distance from the 
138th Infantry camping grounds. 
Nearby are the troops of the 137th 
(Kansas) Infantry, the 140th (Mis- 
souri) Infantry, the 110th Engineers 
from Kansas City, the Second and 
Fourteenth (Regular) Cavalry and 
other organizations. The stores of 
Onamia and Wahkon are laying in 
large stocks of candy bars and pop 
in anticipation of boom days ahead. 
Distinguished Visitors. 

Among distinguished persons 
who have accepted invitations to 
witness the maneuvers are Gen. 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff; 


Major-General Robert M. Danford, 
Chief of Artillery; Gov. John Moses 
of North Dakota, Gov. George Wil- 
son, Iowa; Major-General George 
A. Lynch, Chief of Infantry; Gov. 
Harold E. Stassen, Minnesota, and 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark of Missouri. 

The maneuver area is _ 900,000 
acres of tvoods and farm lands. The 
woods offer ample opportunities for 
cover, while freshly-graded roads 
and newly-cut wheat and oat fields 
will be the avenues of troop move- 
ments and deployment. Telephone 
wires have been strung throughout 
the main area, leading to widely 
spaced umpires’ stations. 

Other St. Louis units here for 
the war games are the 110th Ob- 
servation Squadron and Battery A, 
128th Field Artillery. The observa- 
tion squadron, in camp at St. Cloud, 
will have important work to do

in addition to game birds, propa- 
gation of the proper species of 
fish, because I believe now, not 
only will they have to be trained 
to point bass, but crappie, trout, 
and in some instances, yellow 
bellied cats. Personally, that is 
the way I would like to go fish- 
ing. I can see Mr. Commissioner 
now, staunch and stylish on a 
covey of bass (or do you call them 
swarms?), and at the proper mo- 
ment catching the head man and 
promptly bringing him to me. 

“Referring briefly again to the 
second test, I find it is going to 
be further necessary for me to 
see this in order to finally be 
convinced (as I know something 
of photography and am thinking 
about a nice piece of steak an- 
chored about an inch under the 
water, as a guess); so just name 
the time and place and we will 
start out to see this phenomenon.

A large number do not even bother to vote 
in the primary. In many cases, they are poorly 
informed on the issues and the merits or demerits 
of candidates. They split their votes, or they vote 
blindly for unknown names, and let the incompe- 
tents in. Not only amateur incompetents, but what 
might be called the professional incompetents—men 
discredited by their previous records in office, who 
manage to return term after term because of machine 
support and because decent, capable citizens cannot 
be induced to run against them. 

Such a field day as this for bossism ought to 
serve as a tocsin call for the voters, an alarm to 
rouse them from complacency and lethargy. It ought

T is no longer possible to discuss busi-

Figures on Federal expenditures for 
armaments are likely to be confusing unless 
examined with care. The chart here printed 
indicates one type of breakdown that can be 
made of the total national defense expendi- 
tures either appropriated, authorized or rec- 
ommended on July 10. 

The chart shows that out of the $14,567,- 
000,000 total on July 10, some $6,400,000,000 
has actually been or is expected to be ap- 
propriated for the 1941 fiscal year. (Actual 
appropriations have since risen to roughly 
10 billion dollars; total requests, as stated, 
run to about 14 billion dollars.—Editor’s 
Ngte.) Of this, $2,504,000,000 is assigned to 
maintenance of the army and navy, which 
includes payment of salaries, pnovisions, 
etc. The rest, $3,896,000,000, of the money 
appropriated will be available for orders to 
industry for arms, armament material and

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Face Cleansing

NLESS you want a crop of 
U blemishes you’ should 

give your face a_ thorough 
cleansing with bland soapsuds and 
water every day during the sum- 
mer. 

Warm weather opens up the 
pores and allows the body’s waste 
to be secreted more freely than 
during the colder months. That 
is why a daily washing is neces- 
sary. If the poisons are not thor- 
oughly removed, the pores will 
become clogged with dust and 
powder and other makeup, and the 
first thing you know an unlovely 
crop of pimples will appear. 

Some women who have tender 
skin will not use a soapy face 
cloth. They fear that the skin 
will be irritated and reddened.

Are Commonin 
AutoAccidents

F you are the first to arrive at 
ine scene of an automobile ac- 

cident and find the driver clear 
on the ground unable to move on 
account of pain in the back, what 
you suspect is a fractured spine. 

What will you do for the patient? 
Tell everybody who comes up not to 
move him until the ambulance ar- 
rives and then go and telephone 
for the ambulance, or send someone 
while you stand guard over well- 
meaning helpers who want to carry 
him someplace. 

Improper lifting of such an ac- 
cident victim may result in perma- 
nent crippling from injury to the 
nervous system. 

Carelessness in first aid in these 
circumstances has_ resulted in 
thousands of permanently disabled 
persons in this country. It is es- 
timated that 13,000 spines were frac- 
tured in automobile accidents in 
1937. 

With a fractured spine there is 
always a backache of varying se- 
verity. Often it may be no more 
than a kink in the back. There is 
usually no deformity and_ con- 
trary to general belief about a 
broken back, the victim is often if 
not usually able to walk after the 
injury. He frequently minimizes 
his accident, saying that he has 
nothing but a muscle cramp. Any 
back pain after an automobile ac- 
cident, no matter how apparently 
trivial, calls for an X-ray exami- 
nation. 

Small indeed may be the acci- 
dent which causes spinal fracture. 
One of the commonest forms is 
the hitting of a speed breaker or 
obstruction of any kind in the road, 
so that the occupant is thrown up. 
The fracture may occur in the bones 
of the neck from hitting the roof, 
of the car, or in the lower back 
from coming down on the buttocks. 
Even sudden stopping may produce 
such an injury from “whiplash” or 
“jackknifing” the body. The driver 
always innocently thinks of the car 
going 50 miles an hour when as a 
matter of much more concern to 
him, his torso is also going at the 
same rate of speed. 

In lifting a victim of an auto- 
mobile accident never lift him face 
up, with one person holding under 
the armpits and another hooking 
under the Knees. If he must be 
lifted before a stretcher arrives, 
it is safer to lift him hanging face 
down, by two people, one at the 
armpits and the other at the knees, 
Even on the stretcher he should 
be carried face down. 

Backache of a different kind— 
not due to spinal fracture—may 
come from poor posture at the 
wheel. Long drives, on a low seat 
with the shoulders bent ever the 
wheel and a slump in the lower 
back, will put a strain on the ten- 
dons and muscles of the back and 
result in touring backache.

ARKSMANSHIP is_ impor-

A HOUSE BUILT AT THE FACTORY 


Six-Room Prefabricated Home, Erected in Sixteen 
Days, Is Attracting Attention in St. Louis County 


GENERAL VIEW OF THE EXTERIOR,

what may be an invasion of pre- 
fabricated houses in this territory. 
Houses built on assembly line meth- 
ods, turned out at a factory, com- 
plete in one package, long have 
been heralded as the next big mass 


construction industry in this coun- 
try. 

In this case the “package” came 
from the Gunnison Housing Cor- 
poration, New Albany, Ind. It con- 
tained a three-bedroom house with 
bath, living room, dining room, 
streamlined kitchen, utility or store 
room, ample basement for a recrea- 
tion room and two-car garage at- 
tached to the house by a screened 
arcade. 

This particular house also in- 
cludes an oil burning furnace with 
air conditioning system, storage hot 
water connections, brick fireplace, 
steel window frames, shutters, cop- 
per screens and guttering, bronze 
weather stripping, fixtures, down to 
doorknobs and shower’ curtain; 
driveway, grading and sodding of 
the lot, shrubbery, even the detail 
of window boxes with growing 
plants. 

An attractive white wooden ranch 
style house, it is complete, ready 
to move into, on a lot which less 
than a month ago was a rather 
hopeless. looking bit of jungle jin 
Lamartin Lane, which is just north 
of Big Bend, off Schultz road in 
the county. 

Trucks carrying paneled sections 
of which the house is built rolled 
up to the lot on which a basement

foundation waited one day, the pan- 
els were bolted together in their 
appointed places (air-tight and in- 
visibly) and sixteen days later the 
house was finished. 

Finished means finished down to 
the last degree of exterior and in- 
terior finishing. Outside walls had 
been given their coats of white 
paint at the factory. Inside walls 
are of hardwood veneers polished 
to display the natural grains of 
walnut, gumwood, mahogany. Ceil- 
ings are of maple, floors of oak. 
Incidentally, these wall surfaces are 
permanently finished, no plastering 
to crack, no periodical visitations 
of a paperhanger, 

“So easy to Keep clean. Just like 
furniture,” remarked one woman 
inspecting the demonstration house. 


Kitchen walls, cabinets and bath- 
room walls had been given their 
white paint and stenciled trimmings 
at the factory. 

It is a house, which had it been 
built according to conventional 
methods, with carpenters, plaster- 
ers, plumbers, each with his separ- 


ate kit of tools fitting and ham-- 


mering small parts together, could 
have taken all summer to build. 
There have been many experi- 
ments in the short cutting of house- 
building to bring laggard building 
methods, in line with other mass 
production systems, out of the stone 
age into the machine age. There is 
no reason, it is argued, why houses 
shouldn’t be bought ready made, so 
you can see them beforehand, sav- 
ing intermediate worries, wastes

ODAY’S cheapest automobile, 
7 one authority points out, would 
cost $5000 if it were built ac- 
cording to old-time individualistic 
house building methods. 

Since 1897, when Edison offered 
his poured concrete house—which 
was too costly—technicians have 
been working with various materi- 
als and methods to produce pre- 
fabricated houses. Mostly the re- 
sults have been practical but not 
beautiful, betraying their machine- 
like similarity. 

Now the Gunnison company, hav- 
ing tested and correlated all pre- 
vious prefabricating attempts, 
working in close co-operation with 
the technical division of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration, the 
forest products laboratory of the 
United States Department of Agri, 
culture and also with a committee 
of women advisors on aesthetic and 
practical aspects, believes it has 
arrived at the best answer. The 
chief material it relies on for prac- 
tical and architecturally acceptable 
results is plywood. 

Enthusiastically, Lucas H. 
Franke, recently apopinted agent 
for Gunnison houses in this terri- 
tory, will show you photographs of 
full size experimental houses built 
of plywood which have been sub- 
jected to every variety of laboratory 
and practical. test; to weight and 
strain, heat and cold, wind and 
rain, even to fire, and have proved 
as strong or stronger structurally 
and more resistant to the elements 
than houses built of other materials. 

You might expect Franke, a 
builder and real estate agent unto 
the third generation of his family 
at the same address, 1008 Chestnut 
street, would resent the intrusion 
of prefabricated houses, designed 
to cost about half their equivalents 
in houses built on old-time handi- 
craft systems. But he doesn’t. 

“The turnover is going to be so 
much greater,” he says. “Who, 
with a $2000 income, can resist a 
six-room house, modern plumbing 
and air conditioning, streamlined 
kitchen, attached garage, with pay- 
ments adjusted to suit him and 
eligible to the maximum 90 per 
cent FHA insurance as Gunnison 
houses are?” 

The house in Lamartin Lane is 
constructed of. plywood panels, gen- 
erally four by eight feet in dimen- 
sions. Two panels of plywood 
bonded to a frame work of two- 
by-fours, encasing two inches of 
mineral wool insulation, form each 
unit. Doors and windows come 
set in special panels already as- 
sembled at the factory. Nine stand- 
ard sizes, arangements and styles 
of houses are offered by the 
company. Individual details can be 
arranged by shifting windows and 


door panels and special architec- 
tural details kept in stock can be 
ordered to change the outward ap- 
pearance of a house.- Details like 
a picket fence, an iron railing round 
a terrace or a different porch keep 
any two houses in one neighbor- 
hood from looking too much alike. 

As to plywood, Franke refers to 
a Fortune magazine article as au- 
thority for sayiing, “Plywood can 
lick its weight in steel.” The ar- 
ticle goes on to relate how air- 
plane manufacturers, builders of 
speed boats, truck bodies, box cars 
and other objects dependent on 
lightness as well as strength, now 
are turning to plywood in pref- 
erence to metal. 

Plywood is described as “the 
right glue plus the technique of 
laying down sheets of wood with 
their fibers at right angles to each 
other under pressure sufficient to 
fuse the two materials.” 

“The right glue,” it seems, is no 
ordinary glue, but “a synthetic 
resin or plastic, making a joint 
stronger than the material it 
joins.” 

The company is having its trou- 
bles with old line building trades, 
Franke admitted. “They shout 
against prefabrication as loudly as 
stage coach lines tried to cry down 
the railroads,” he said. “It is 
claimed by the factory that a crew 
of six men can put one of these 
houses under roof in a single day. 
With this house there was no such 
frantic need for haste. We took 
a month grading the ground, pre- 
paring the 14-foot basement and 
erecting the house. But saving 
time is one way of saving building 
costs. We do not anticipate any 
dislocation of labor. Volume of 
business will take care of that,” 
he added confidently. 

Franke has a long list of prospec- 
tive customers waiting to yiew the 
demonstration house. Another old 
time builder in Webster Groves, 
Wilford P. Joy, has gone to the 
factory to inspect details of con- 
struction and if they come up to 
his standards of building integrity, 
expects to negotiate a contract for 
erecting a flock of* prefabricated 
houses for a land owner who mere- 
ly wants to make a profit on his 
building lots. So it looks as if 
the first of the prefabricated 
houses are here to stay, at least 
25 years, since that is the period

Partner What 
Suit to Lead

HE suit preference signal is a 
A comparatively new device (only 
a few years old) which has 
created great controversy among 
experts and average players alike.

This. five heart contract was 
reached at several of the tables. 
obviously enough as a_ sacrifice 
against the five club bid of the 
opponents. Actually, five clubs 
could have been defeated, but since 
this would have involved virtual 
double dummy defense, including a 
diamond opening by South and a 
later diamond ruff by North, the 
sacrifice was not illogical. 

The usual defense against five 
hearts was the club king opening by 
West, followed by a shift to trumps. 
These Wests were afraid to lead 
away from the spade king, hence 
their partners, holding the double- 
ton spade ace, were unable to get 
in a ruff. 

At only one table did the East- 
West team make their opponents 
pay adequately for their sacrifice 
attempt. Here, also, the club king 
was the opening lead, but this par- 
ticular East did not automatically 
follow suit with his lowest club. In- 
stead, he thought a moment, and 
then followed with the club jack. 
As he had hoped, this caused West 
to sit up and take notice. On due 
consideration, East’s attempted 
message was not too difficult to 
decipher. East had bid clubs freely 
at the three level, hence could not 
possibly hold less than five head- 
ed by the jack. This left one club 
as the limit of South’s holding, 
hence it was out of the question 
that East could want West, if the 
latter’s club king held the trick, 
to continue with the club ace, 
since the latter was sure to be 
ruffed. Thus, the club jack could 
not have its usual connotation of 
asking for a continuation; it must 
carry a different meaning. 

The only other possible message 
which East could hope to convey by 
the play of such an unnecessarily 
high card was as a suit-preference 
signal. Thus, it became a compar- 
atively simple matter for West to 
figure out that his partner wanted 
a shift to the higher of the two 
other side suits, Satisfied that he 
had figured out East’s message cor- 
rectly, and with complete partner- 
ship confidence, West promptly 
shifted to his fourth highest spade. 
East won with the ace and returned 
a spade. West won and played a 
third round, which East ruffed. De- 
clarer’s inevitable diamond loser 
gave the defenders their third set- 
ting trick and a 500 point penalty 
for top on the board.
